VICTORY CHEAP AT ANY PRICE 

V\ ar bonds, war philanthi opy and wai' ta.xes may seem 
cruelly burdensome to many Americans. And even to (hose 
wiio do not feel the diiecl pinch they may seem irksome if 
not viewed in the right light. It would bo foolish and not 
kind to try to make anyone believe it is not going; to be 
hard to foot the bills. But the.se burdens will be vai.My 
easier to liear than the price we would have to pay vvilli 
Germany victorious, whether this countiy had entered the 
war or not. 

'I'he Kaiser has e.xpected all the time to win sucli a 
victory that he could dictate the peace terms. He fully ex¬ 
pected to relieve Germany of all financial Iniidens resultin'; 
from the war by making the Allies pay Germany’s war 
bills as well as their own. That was the piomise on which 
the immense German war budgets have been pi'oviiied. 
And for the purpo.se of lull-paying the United States has 
been included all along with the Allies, even before becom¬ 
ing an active belligerent. Tlie Kai.ser regarded the United 
States as giving moral and financial support to the Allies 
all the time. If the Allies had not provided tiie neces.sary 
war indemnities to the victorious Kai.ser, he woud have 
been fully pi-epared to come over tlie Atlantic and demand 
whatever he regarded as coming to him. Now that the 
United States is in the war, we are definitely and openly 
included in the company Irom whom Germany exepects to 
collect all war e.xpen.ses. 

We can take oiir choice, then, between paying liljorally 
as we go, or mortgaging tlie lives and prosperity ol' Amer¬ 
ican generations to come to pay the Kai.ser's war bills.
